U.S.U. 1993. -In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-iule ill of rule ft of the 
Central Excise Rules. 1944, and in supersession of the notification ot tile Government 
of India in tho Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue und Insurance! No. 44/66- 
C s utial Excises date’d the 9th April, 1966, the Central Government hereby exempts raw 
naphtha, falling under item No, 6 of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt 
Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), from so much of the duty of excise leviable thereon as is in 
excess of 5 per cent ad valorem - . 

Provided that — 

(i) it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector of Central Excise that such raw 

naphtha is intended for use, in the premises declared under sub-rule (2) 
of rule 140 of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, to be a refinery, and in the 
manufacture of any of the products which are commonly known as petro 

chemicals; and 

(ii) the procedure set out in Chapter X of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, is 

followed.

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G.S.U. 1904.—In exercise c-t (he powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the 
Central Excise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Mineral Pro¬

fuel used for any internal combustion engine) or both; 

(b) allowed to escape in the atmosphere by flare system or otbci wise; nr 

(c) cleared to another factory outside the refinery in accordance with the pro¬ 

cedure set out in Chapter X of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, for use in 
the manufacture of any of the commodities specified in the Schedule hereto 
annexed, otherwise than as fuel, from the whole of,-— 

(i) the duty of excise leviable thereon under section ? of the said Central 
Excises and Salt Act; and 

(it) the additional 'duty of excise under section 3 of the said Mineral Products 
(Additional Duties of Excise and Customs), Act.
